{THE ‘PEAK TRAMWAY. 


., CHANGES. IN. THE LAW. 
STATUTORY MAXIMUM SPEED: 


It Is proposed to introduce into tho 
Legitlatiye Connell shortly Bill intituled 
an Ordinance to imend the Peak Trom- 
way Ordinance, 1883." - . 

Tho draft of the Bill is published in tho 
current Governnent Gazette, and the 
Objects and Reasons state :— 

1 The two main objects ‘of this Bill 
aro_(1)'to give the. Governor in Council 
power to allow ithe present Statutory 
maximum. speed of 10 miles an hour to be 
exceeded, and (3) to mako it “quite clear 
that’ olectricity may,” be, used a8 thie 
motive power on the ‘tramway. The op- 
portunity is taken of making cortain other 
amendments also, . oD 

® Clause (9) defines the torm company 
ns meaning tho Peak Tramways Company, 
Limited. When tho principal Ordinance 
was passed it was not ‘possible to give tho 
namo of tho company exactly. 

(3, Tb is not quitoXeloar that section 13 
of the present Ordinance gives tho Gover- 
nor in Council powor to approve of tho 
uso, of electricity as the motive powor of 
the tramway. The proposed now section 
LJ gives this power. It’ also makes it 
clear that no apparatus disapproved by 
the Governor in Council may be used. 
This is no doubt impliod in the presont 
section. 

4, Two Fubstantial alterations will bo 
made by clause4. One is to, give the 
Governor in Council powor to allow tho 
present statutory maximum specd of 10 
miles an hour to be excecded. “The other 
is to do away with, the present anomalous 
provision that 00 rule or by-law made 
under tho principal Ordinance can como 
into operation until one month after its 
publication’ in the Gazette. Clause 4 
alvo provides that the company’s by-laws 
inust ‘bo Grat approved ,by the Governor 
jn Council. i . 

5 Section 17 of the present Ordinance 
provides that any rule or by-law may’ im- 
poso a fine for offences against the rule 
ot by-law, not oxcceding $10 for cach 
offence, or $50 day for a continuing 
offence, Theso maxima” seem much too 
small for: somo of the possible offences, 
cy trespassing On tho tramway line, or 
failure by the company to provide ser- 


vants.to keep the line freo from. obstruc- 


tions,” Tho proposed new section’ makes 
tho maximum fines for breaches of the 
rules $260 o $50 a day for a continuing 
offenvo. ‘and the maximum “fino for 
bicaches of tho, ‘by-laws’ $100. Another 
‘objection to tho form of tho present sec- 
tion 17 is that the penalties have to bo 
provided .in’ tho rules and by-laws, and 
no provision js made ‘for any case ‘where 
through inadvertence a” rule oF by-law" is 
not provided with a penalty. Tho pro- 
posed new form of the section provides 
a penalty for all rulos and by-laws, but 
gives power to reduce $f maximum fincs 
in the caso of any particild* rule or by- 
dow. has ae: 
¢. .Clause 6 of tho Bill gives tho, Gover- 
nor in Council power to amend the Sche- 
dule which’ cohtaind the Table of Tolls. 
It is hardly necessary to say, that no 
amendment of tho Schedule would be 
mado without-cobsultation with the,com- 
pany, “At present, thero is mo powor 
cither to reduce or to increase tho maxi- 
mum tolls, ,

‘USE OF “TITLES TO BE 
RESTRICTED. | 


— 


Te is hitended to introduce’ into the 
Legislative. Council shortly a Bill in- 
tituled an Ordinance to ainend the Mid- 
wives Ordinance, 1910. | ; a 
| Tho draft of the Bill is published in 
the Goyernment Gazette, aid the Objects 
and Reasons state :— . : 

1. The principal object of this Bill is 
to prevent the uso of titles, etc., by un-' 
certified Chineso midwives, which are 
calculated ‘to deceive tho public and 
convey the impression that the midwife 
is properly qualified. It hos’ been 
thought advisable that the use of such 
titles should be. restricted, and the Bill 
therefore, in clauses 2 (4) and 8, amends 
section ‘and. 13 of, the Midwives Ordi- 
nance, ‘1010, 60 ag to provido that the 
title. of wan p’o shall bo the only title 
which can. be recognised as usable by on 
uncertified Chineso midwife 
- 2, The opportunity has aleo been taken’ 
to amend the Ordinance in several other 
respects where it appeara to be necessary. 
Clause 2 (1) and (2) alter tho penalties 
for the wrongful uso of titles implying 
certification, and for uncertificated prac 
tice, to $250 in cach case, in ordor to 
conform with the usual fine for aummary 
offences. Clause 2 (3) repeals the proviso 
to section 2 (2) of the Ordinance, which 
seems to he of little valuc. Tho tornis 
of tho section imply clearly that it was 
not intended |to apply to emergency 
assistance, and s.

“Tho recont,- domiciliary: ai 
which: documents “wore” seized by’ the 
Trossian police. in the « houres of the 
leading Pan-Germans and Ruhr indus- 
trialista, led tow two-day. debuto in the 
Prussian Diet ‘which concluded ‘on May 
ath. It produced some surprising, mata- 
rial, not tho ‘least of which was.a speech 
by tho Prussisn. Premier, Herr Otto 
Braun, ; fe oi ey 

The -Pon-Germans wero’ fantastical 
people, he observed, but such “ fantas- 
‘tics? were capable of doing enormous 
harm. He rolerred to the tactics of tho 
notorious Captain Ehrhardt, who had set 
fhimactf the tisk of uniting all the 
patriotic societies into’one body. These 
guciebies wore usually represonted as in- 
nocent athletic associations, but among 
their activities werd shooting’ practi 
war exercises, and organizing for mobi 
mtion, their objective being not- mercly 
the protection of - Germany's’ frontiers 
against n foreign enemy, but also, un- 
miustakably,* readiness’ for o civil, war. 
Their plan included measures for " the 
grand settlement of accounts‘ with the 
November criminals of 1918" (meaning 
the leading apirits of the Revolution), 
and it was apparent that if o rising of 
tho forces of the Left did ‘not give them 
ths, opportunity, they were to provoke 
on.’
